It should be resolved by involving all
stake holders, providing as much information as possible to the public (good and
bad) assessing risk and then making the best possible decision based on rigorous
review of the facts and city goals.

Do you have a long-term vision of how you think the City should develop?

I believe that residential growth must be measured and that we should not rush in
making decisions to convert commercial land to residential use. Open space,
schools and business issues must be integrated into long term plans.

A major planning problem facing the entire Bay Area is the shortage of

affordable housing. Do you have any thoughts on how the City should

address this issue?

[ think that Milpitas must not be goaded by Santa Clara’s “‘grade sheet” on
affordable housing when making its decisions. As much as possible we must make
decisions on the best interests of Milpitas first. Milpitas must not bear the brunt of
affordable housing issues. | think the City has done a good job in meeting its
responsibilities on this issue.

What do you see as the different roles of City staff, the Planning
Commission, and the City Council?

| see the Planning Commission as honest brokers and advisors to the City Council.
Since the Commission and Council are essentially part time positions, | believe
that it is imperative that the City Staff's talents be fully utilized and that they be
given authority and support to execute the City Council’s overall guidance.

What do you believe should be the focus of the Milpitas Redevelopment
Agency and program?

I believe the focus should be on infrastructure that will impact the city now and
within a 5-7 year timeframe. This infrastructure | speak of is the “non sexy”
infrastructure that usually goes un-noticed until it breaks or is problematic (i.e
sewer pipes and water pumping stations).
